MRS. MARY ADAMS IS HEL

Alloged Acid Thrower Must Btand Trial in
District Oourt.

SHE IS BOUND OVER BY POLICE JUDGE

Defendant Asserts She Went (o Looust

Street MHome (o Take Her Ownn
Life in  Presence of
Mr. Adams,

Mary Adams, on trial in police court on
the charge of dashing altric acid into the
face of her former husband, Joseph Adame,
deciares she went to the Adams home on
Lo:ust street the night of February 16 for
the purpose of committing sulcide in the
presence of the man whom she nlleges de-
serted her for a younger woman

This story was (old by the accused woman
on the witness stand yesterday morning.

Bhe denies absolutely that she went to
the house Intending to inflict any harm
upon her former husband. The oblect of
her nocturnal visit was, ahe says, 1o see if
the reports that had come to her concern-
ing the relations between her former hus-
band and a girl whom she had always con«
sidered In the light of n sister were really
true, She asserted emphatioally that she
Md mot throw mcld of any kind ilnto her
former husband’'s face

At the conclusion of the attorneys’ argu
ments Inte in the afternoon, Judge Learn
announced that probable cause of gullt had
been shown and held Mrs. Adams (o the
distriet court under bonds of 3600, The
amount was satisfactory to her sitlorney
end the hond will be furnished Fridar,
Deputy County Attorney Thomas anoounced
that she would be given a speedy trial In
the district court.

Mrs. Adams was the prinecipal wiiness In
her own behalf. Before she took the stand
but Hitle testimony had been Introduced by
the defenne, Dr. Ames, police surgeon,
told of dressing the woman's wounde when
she was brought to the contral station after
her encounter with Joseph Adama He
in two or three
places and seemed to doubt the possibility
of the wounds having been Inflicted by a
rounded coffespot. On cross-examinntion
Dr. Amen admitted that the cuts might have
come from contact of the head with the
jagged ginsw of o broken window

Mrs. Adame was dresesd n mourning.
Thers was no contragt in the somber garb
except that formed by the white bandages
covering her head, which were easily dis.
tinguinhable under the outer fold of crepe

During the fAirst part of the examination
she replied to the questions asked her in a
clear volce, When she related the incl-
dent of her arrival at the house on Locust
street and her former husband's appear-
ance at the door, her calm demeanor gave
way to the most vielent emeotion. Fre-
guently Mrs. Adams was unable to continue
her narrative because of weeping.

Tinge of Pathos Iin This.

“1 knew Joe Adams,” she said, “for sev.
enteen years, Sixteen years of this time
we were married. Last spring we had a
slight misunderstanding. He mseemed
troubled and morose and told me his busi-
ness affalre were worrying him.  He was
not the same Joe as of old, and when he
suggested that | go away for a while and
leave him amlone, 1 reluctantly consented,
1 went to Grinnell, In., some time last
spring.

“Two weeks ngo | came to Omaha, 1 got
off the train at Councll Bluffs and when |
was a0 near my old home, where I had been
s0 happy, and thought of the things 1 had
heard about my husband, I was nearly
crazy. - 8o I went to a drug store and
bought a small boltle of-Earbélic acid.
